The Shang- 
hai .Mercury sent three- native corres- 
pondents to the scene, and they have re- 
ported that the rebel leader is constant- 
ly in communication with Yung Lit and 
other nnti-foreign ^officials.

LNirksville, Niitiaimo, Metchosin and the 
Islands, all had this subject under dis- 
cussion. He referred to the methods by 
which the Government gave aid to these. 
He advised them to send photographs 
which might bo made ti> appear in the 
report of the Deportment of Agricul- 
ture. The tires had not been mi disas- 
trous) to the forests this hist year us 
might have been expected. Measures 
•should be taken to prevent these tires. 
Hi! thought something should bo done to 
set aside a national park so that n part 
of the primeval forest should be kept. 

Taking up the questions offered to the 
lloverumcnt last year, he stated that the

vice to appoint an advisory board, look- i 
<il to this body as an advisory board in 
tlio Department of Agriculture. A full 
investigation would he made into the 
■question of water rights for farmers. On

ment. Protection of insectivorous birds 
would be provided. The question ol cold 
storage would be looked into during the 
■coming session. The request that ugri- j 
culture be made u compulsory subject 
in the public schools had been replied to 
by the Superintendent of Agriculture.

.sorv, and attention was to be given to 
Ibis. Agriculture was now an optional 
subject, and would be met with opposi- 
tion in some parts. The question of re-

WIXTEIi STOCK PAIR. 

Mr. Iligginson, seconded by Mr. Mat- 
son, presented a resolution, "urging the 
Government to hold a winter stock fair 
and to have in connection with same a 
short course in judging stock. 

Mr. niggiiiHon said the ditlleulty here- 
tofore had beeu that the Government 
had no funds. The question of improv- 
ing stock was very important. Much 
could be done to improve stock as could 
be seen by looking towards Ontario. He 
diM not expect that Government to take 
up the question of a winter fair in its 
entirety, the buildings ought to be pro- 
vided by the city in which the fair was 
held. As regarded special instruction, 
he thought this mutter ought to bo de- 
cided on in connection with the annual 
fall fairs. British Columbia had the 
best climate in the world for the breed- 
ing of pure-bred stock. British Colum- 
bia also had the pasturage for the pro- 
ducing of the highest grade sleek. Brit- 
ish Columbia might in time bo supplying 
the markets of Canada with pure-bred 
stock. The Government should take 
lip at once the short course of instruc- 
t ion. 

Mr. Anderson said it was the inten- 
tion of the (iovemmcnt to civc instruc- 
tions at the spring meetiinrs- by two 
excellent gentlemen— Mr. French nf 
Moscow, Idaho, ami Dr. Tolmie of 
toria. As regarded winter fairs, 
cities which got the fair should pa 
the expense of the buildings. 

Mr. Anderson did not think il v 
work well to give the lectures during the 
autumn fair, as t!i,. young men. and in 
fact (lie farmers geiieriiliv, were' usuallj 
too busy t iking in the sights. 

Mr. Matson was quite satisfied at 
what the Government had already done 
in the matter aimed at bv the 'resolu- 
tion. Instruction was needf'd— and it 
was desirable to base the educationalists 
here at home.
